To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hanwell  Urban  District 

Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  Public  Health  and  conditions  affecting  the  same 
during  the  past  year,  1909  : — 

Population. 

I have  pointed  out  the  difficulties  of  estimating  this 
correctly  in  my  previous  reports.  These  will  be  overcome  next 
year  by  the  taking  of  the  Census.  Using  the  same  method 
as  in  past  years, I estimate  the  population  of  the  District  to  the 
middle  of  1909  at  20,154  (allowing  for  287  empty  houses).  To 
this  must  be  added  the  residential  population  of  the  Central 
London  District  Schools,  about  1,200, making  a total  of  21,354. 

At  the  Census  in  1891  it  was  6,139. 

1901  „ 10,437. 
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Births. 

_ There  were  533  Biiths  (as  against  493  last  year)  ; of  these 
275  were  Boys  and  258  were  Girls. 

I he  lack  of  information  as  regards  the  Births  Registered, 
and  referred  to  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  has  been  remedied, 
as  I have  pointed  out  under  the  heading  “ The  Appointment 
of  a Health  Visitor.  ” 

The  population  being  estimated  at  21,354,  the  Birth  Rate 
is  24.9  per  thousand  as  against  23.8  last  year.  The  average  for 
the  past  10  years  being  26.7  per  1,000.

Last  year  there  were  82. 

Deaths. 

There  were  160  Deaths  (86  males  and  74  females)  registered 
in  the  District.  Two  of  these  were  non-residents,  and  two 
occurred  at  the  Central  London  District  Schools.  There  were 
also  25  Deaths  of  Residents  that  occurred  outside  the  District, 
so  that  the  corrected  number  of  deaths  of  Residents  is  183, 
those  at  the  Central  London  District  Schools  being  counted  as 
Residents. 

Last  year  there  were  173  deaths  registered  in  the  district 
(all  residents) . Three  of  these  occurred  at  the  Central  London 
District  Schools.  There  were  also  32  deaths  of  residents  out- 
side the  district,  making  a total  for  1908  of  205. 

The  death  rate  for  the  year  is  therefore  only  7.4  as  against 
8.3  for  that  previous.

There  were  2 Deaths  in  the  Cottage  Hospital  (both  males) 
one  aged  64  died  from  Pneumonia,  and  the  other  a non-resi- 
dent, 48  years  old,  died  from  injuries  caused  by  a horse. 


Deaths  of  Non-Residents. 

There  were  2 non-resident  Deaths  registered,  viz. , the  one 
referred  to  above,  who  died  in  the  Cottage  Hospital,  and 
another  who  was  killed  by  a motor.  The  latter  was  a man  20 
years  of  age. 


The  Isleworth  Infirmary. 

Our  Workhouse  with  its  Infirmary  attached  is  situated  in 
the  district  of  Isleworth.  In  the  latter  Institution  15  deaths 
of  inhabitants  occurred,  one  more  than  the  previous  year.  Of 
these  12  were  males  and  3 were  females,  and  their  ages 
were  as  follows  : —

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Of  these  15  deaths,  3 were  due  to  Consumption,  6 to  Senile 

Decay  (including  Dementia),  1 Heart  Disease,  1 Cancer,  1 

Alcoholic  Cirrhosis  of  Diver,  1 Cerebral  Hoemorrhage,  1 a 

twin  from  want  of  breast  milk,  and  the  other  from  Pneumonia.

West  London  Hospital  on  29th  July,  a female,  6 hours,  of 
2,  Queen’s  Terrace  Cottages,  from  Diarrhoea. 

Children’s  Hospital,  Great  Ormond  Street,  on  30th  July,  a 
male,  1 month,  of  65,  Seward  Road,  from  Double  Hare  Lip. 

Middlesex  Hospital  on  7th  September,  a female,  50  years  of 
37a,  Shirley  Gardens,  from  Cancer  of  Liver. 

Westminster  Hospital  on  1st  April,  a female,  42  years,  of 
72,  Greenford  Avenue,  from  Appendicitis. 

Homoeopathic  Hospital  on  1st  March,  a male,  70  years,  of 
96,  Uxbridge  Road,  from  Bronchitis.. 

The  Cancer  Hospital  on  13th  June,  a female,  58  years,  of 
88,  Osterley  Park  View  Road,  from  Cancer. 

Wandsworth  Workhouse,  on  22nd  March,  a male,  2 years,  of 
Measles. 

Wandsworth  Asylum  on  7th  April,  a male,  55  years,  of 
50,  Osterley  Park  View  Road,  Disease  of  Brain. 


Infantile  Mortality. 

Of  the  160  Deaths  of  residents  registered  within  the  Dis- 
trict, 48  were  of  Infants  under  1 year  old.  There  were,  how- 
ever* in  addition  to  these,  4 Deaths  of  Infants  which  occurred  in 
the  Institutions  already  mentioned  outside  the  District,  mak- 
ing the  total  number  of  Deaths  of  Infants  of  this  age  belonging 
to  the  District,  52,  as  against  58  last  year. 
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The  Infantile  mortality  rate  is  the  most  accurate,  being 
based  on  a known  and  not  an  estimated  figure,  viz. , the  number 
of  Births  registered  during  the  year,  which  for  the  present  year 
is  533.  The  rate  is  therefore  90.5  per  1,000  and  corrected  for 
the  deaths  that  occurred  outside  the  District  is  97.5.  This 
compares  very  favourably  with  last  year  when  the  former  was 
107.5  and  the  latter  117.6. 


The  Appointment  of  a Health  Visitor. 

I am  pleased  to  say  that  following  on  the  recommenda- 
tions contained  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  the  Council  have 
appointed  a Lady  Health  Visitor.  The  Council  pay  her  a 
salary  of  £45  per  annum,  for  which  she  gives  half  her  time. 
She  resides  and  boards  at  the  Cottage  Hospital,  in  return  for 
which  she  devotes  the  other  half  of  her  time  to  the  services  of 
the  Hospital  Authorities  by  acting  as  a District  Nurse ; as  the 
duties  of  the  two  are  often  identical,  the  advantage  of  the 
arrangement  is  obvious.  For  instance,  in  a case  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  she,  on  behalf  of  the  Council,  pays  frequent  visits 
to  the  case,  taking  with  her  the  printed  instructions  issued  by 
myself,  explaining  the  same  in  order  to  prevent  the  disease 
spreading.  She  also  sees  that  disinfectants  and  other  neces- 
saries are  supplied,  reports  any  insanitary  condition  that  may 
exist,  and  then,  should  the  case  require  it,  she  acts  as  a District 
Nurse  by  instructing  those  in  charge  of  the  case  in  the  princi- 
ples of  nursing.  I think,  however,  we  shall  find  the  greater 
advantage  from  her  services  in  reducing  the  Infantih  Mortality 
rate,  which  as  I have  pointed  out  in  past  years  has  been  too  high 
for  this  District,  and  in  order  to  be  able  to  get  the  fullest  bene- 
fit from  her  work  in  this  respect,  I again  recommend  the  Coun- 
cil to  consider  the  advisability  of  adopting  the  Notification 
of  Births  Act,  1907.  In  the  meantime  I am  pleased  to  say 
that  the  Council  have  decided  to  procure  from  the  Sub- 
Registrar  a weekly  return  of  the  Births,  giving  the  details  of 
the  latter  as  in  the  case  of  the  Deaths.  These  particulars  will 
enable  the  Health  Visitor  to  follow  up  those  cases  where  neces- 
sary, and  to  give  practical  explanation  of  the  printed  in- 
structions already  issued  by  myself  as  to  the  feeding  and  care 
of  Infants. 
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The  Cottage  Hospital. 

This  Institution  still  continues  to  do  good  work,  but  is 
greatly  hampered  by  want  of  sufficient  funds. 

The  want  of  a Dispensary  continues  to  be  badly  felt 
in  the  District,  for  reasons  pointed  out  in  my  last  Annual 
Report. 

A Day  Nursery  is  also  greatly  needed.  In  this  District 
there  are  a great  many  mothers  who,  in  order  to  make  both 
ends  meet,  are  obliged  to  go  out  to  work.  In  some  cases  it  is 
possible  for  them  to  make  suitable  and  satisfactory  arrange- 
ments, but  in  others  it  is  not  so.  And  in  many  cases  the 
amount  paid  for  minding  considerably  reduces  the  amount 
earned,  and  the  so  called  minding  is  often  far  from  satis- 
factory. I hope  it  may  not  be  long  before  such  an  Institution 
is  provided. 

Notifiable  Diseases. 

During  the  year,  120  Notifications  were  received,  viz., 
Scarlet  Fever  64,  Diphtheria  23,  Erysipelas  32,  and  Puerperal 
Fever  1,  as  against  117  last  year,  which  were  Scarlet  Fever  77, 
Diphtheria  24,  and  Erysipelas  16,  so  that  had  it  not  been  for 
the  excessive  number  of  cases  of  Erysipelas,  the  notifications 
received  would  have  been  considerably  less  than  last  year. 
Of  the  120  cases  notified,  only  3 proved  fatal,  viz.,  Scarlet 
Fever  1,  and  Diphtheria  2. 

Five  of  the  cases  occurred  at  the  Central  London  District 
Schools,  viz.,  4 Scarlet  Fever  and  I Diphtheria.  All  of  these 
were  removed  by  the  Metropolitan  Asylums  Board  to  their 
Hospital.

There  was  one  ease  of  Puerperal  Fever  notified  in 
September. 

Of  the  120  cases  notified,  80  occurred  in  that  part  of  the 
District  South  of  the  Uxbridge  Road,  the  most  thickly  popu- 
lated 

It  will  be  noticed  that  we  were  quite  free  from  Diphtheria 
during  the  months  of  March  and  June,  but  we  have  again  not 
been  free  from  Scarlet  Fever  for  a single  month.  It  has  also 
again  happened  in  several  instances  that  these  diseases  have 
been  notified  successively  from  the  same  house,  and  it  is  not 
surprising  that  secondary  cases  occur  as  we  are  only  able 
to  isolate  those  that  are  most  urgent,  owing  to  the  number  of 
children  in  the  house,  or  some  other  pressing  necessity,  as 
we  are  still  without  an  Isolation  Hospital  of  our  own,  and  are 
dependent  upon  the  neighbouring  authority,  Ealing,  with 
whom  we  have  a friendly  but  costly  agreement  to  admit  such 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  that  they  have  room  for,  no  provision 
being  made  for  Diphtheria. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

The  history  of  the  delay  of  providing  this  Institution 
dates  back  from  1897,  when  a site  on  the  Sewage  Farm,  and 
even  plans  for  the  building  had  been  sanctioned  by  the  Focal 
Government  Board,  but  at  the  last  moment  it  was  objected  to 
by  Ford  Jersey.  An  injunction  was  granted  on  2nd  Novem-' 
ber,  1899  and  the  Hanwell  Council’s  appeal  against  this  was 
dismissed  the  following  year.  Subsequently  the  sanction  of 
the  Focal  Government  Board  was  obtained  for  the  purchase 
of  another  site  adjoining  the  Sewage  Farm,  and  this  latter  site 
being  more  objectionable  to  Ford  Jersey  than  that  first  chosen, 
it  was  mutually  arranged  that  he  would  offer  no  furthur  objec- 
tion to  the  Hospital  being  erected  on  this  original  site  and  thus 
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save  the  Council  the  expense  of  having  to  purchase  a second 
site.  It  was  first,  however,  necessary  to  have  the  Injunction 
annulled.  This  being  done,  the  Council  have  petitioned  the 
Local  Government  Board  to  issue  a Provisional  Order  to  em- 
power them  to  put  in  force  the  powers  of  the  Lands  Clauses 
Acts  with  respect  to  the  original  site,  and  an  inquiry  has  just 
been  held  (on  February  1st,  1910)  with  reference  to  this  petition. 
In  the  meantime  the  Council  have  endeavoured  to  enter  into 
an  arrangement  with  the  neighbouring  District  of  Southall 
without  success,  but  as  already  mentioned,  they  have  been 
more  successful  as  regards  Ealing.  The  latter  Authority 
agreeing  to  take  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  only,  when  they  have 
accommodation  at  a cost  of  3 guineas  per  patient  per  week. 

Small  Pox. 

This  Council  is  a member  of  the  Conjoint  Middlesex  Coun- 
cils Small  Pox  Hospital  Board,  and  in  the  event  of  any  cases 
occurring  they  would  be  sent  to  this  Board’s  Hospital  at  South 
Minims.  The  arrangement  until  now  existing  with  Ealing  as  to 
the  Temporary  Hospital  at  Perivale  has  come  to  an  end,  and, 
the  Borough  of  Ealing  have  obtained  the  sanction  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  to  the  purchase  of  this  site  for  the  erection 
of  a permanent  Small  Pox  Hospital,  though  this  was  strongly 
objected  to,  especially  by  the  Greenford  Urban  District 
Council,  in  whose  District  the  land  is  situated. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin. 

The  Council  still  supplies  the  Medical  Practitioners  with 
this  valuable  serum  gratuitously  for  use  in  those  cases  that 
cannot  afford  to  pay  for  the  same. 

Consumption. 

There  were  13  deaths  from  this  disease  (the  same  number 
as  last  year).  Three  of  these  occurred  in  the  Isleworth  Infir- 
mary. During  the  year  9 cases  were  notified  under  the  Public 
Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1908.  In  all  the  latter 
cases  the  premises  were  cleansed  and  disinfected,  as  well  as 
4 others  in  which  death  had  occurred. 

According  to  the  Regulations  mentioned  above  all 
Poor  Law  cases  notified  are  dealt  with  as  ordinary  cases  of 
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Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  as  regards  disinfection  and 
cleansing  of  premises,  but  no  power  has  yet  been  given 
to  the  Sanitary  Authority  to  deal  in  the  same  manner  with 
those  cases  other  than  Poor  Daw.  And  I regret  to  say  that 
in  many  instances  the  friends  of  patients  suffering  from  this 
disease  often  refuse  the  offer  which  is  always  made  of  disin- 
fecting the  rooms,  etc.  The  Health  Visitor  has  been  useful  in 
this  respect.  On  more  than  one  occasion  she  has  succeeded 
in  removing  prejudice  and  has  been  able  to  convince  an  obstin- 
ate person  as  to  the  necessity  of  such  precautions.  She  visits 
all  known  cases  of  Tuberculosis  and  offers  her  services,  taking 
with  her  printed  instructions  which  she  explains  to  those  in 
charge  of  the  patient,  ct  the  same  time  leaving  an  illus- 
trated leaflet  showing  graphically  the  steps  that  should  be 
taken  to  avoid  the  disease,  and,  if  contracted,  how  to 
avoid  communicating  it  to  others. 


Precautions  against  the  Communication  of 

Consumption. 


To  Nurses  and  others  having  charge  of  Consumptive 

cases. 


1.  — Consumption  is  an  infectious  disease,  liable  to  be  com- 
municated, more  particularly  in  damp,  badly  ventilated,  and 
badly  lighted  houses  and  workshops. 

2.  — It  is  usually  communicated  by  the  matter  coughed 
up  by  consumptive  people,  which  gets  dried  and  dispersed  as 
dust,  thus  reaching  the  lungs  of  those  susceptible  of  the  disease 

3.  — Such  matters  should  therefore  never  be  allowed  to  get 
dry.  For  this  reason  it  should  never  be  spat  on  the  floors  of  a 
house  but  either  into  pieces  of  rag  or  paper  which  should  be 
at  once  burned,  or  into  a hand  vessel  containing  water. 
This  vessel  should  be  emptied  into  the  drains  outside  the  house 
once  a day  and  then  scalded,  and  recharged  with  water. 
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4.  — Every  one  affected  with  a chronic  cough  should  take 
the  same  precautions  as  a consumptive  person. 

5.  — The  same  precaution  should  be  observed  in  a work- 
shop as  at  home. 

6.  — Consumptive  people  should  not  spit  into  a pocket 
handkerchief,  as  both  the  handkerchief  and  their  clothes  are 
thus  made  infectious. 

7.  — No  one  should  spit  on  the  ground  inside  any  building 
or  in  a public  conveyance. 

8.  — The  bowel  discharges  of  consumptive  people  should 
be  disinfected  by  being  passed  into  a 15  per  cent,  solution  of 
carbolic  acid,  and  the  vessel  when  emptied  should  be  at  once 
scalded.  Soiled  clothing  should  be  at  once  removed,  disin- 
fected, and  afterwards  boiled. 

9.  — When  it  is  decided  that  anyone  is  consumptive,  the 
house  should  be  thoroughly  disinfected,  and  the  patient  should 
be  confined  to  certain  parts  of  the  house.  On  a request  being 
made  to  the  Sanitary  Department,  Council  Offices,  disinfection 
will  be  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  free  of  charge. 

10.  — The  rooms  occupied  by  a consumptive  person, 
should  be  kept  well  ventilated  and  well  lighted  ; both  will  aid 
greatly  in  destroying  the  infection. 

11.  — No  one  is  more  liable  to  inhale  the  dust  from  matters 
coughed  up  than  the  consumptive  himself.  The  removal  of 
infectious  matter  is  consequently  calculated  to  promote  his 
recovery.  Moreover,  provided  these  precautions  are  strictly 
carried  out,  he  need  not  be  a source  of  danger  to  anyone. 

12.  — It  is  the  duty  of  the  nurse  or  attendant  to  see  that 
the  above  precautions  in  regard  to  the  phlegm  and  discharges 
are  observed,  and  also  to  see  that  every  obstacle  to  sufficient 
lighting  and  ventilation  is  removed. 

\ . 13. — In  case  of  death,  the  rooms  which  have  been  occupied 
by  the  patient  will  be  disinfected  by  the  Sanitary  Authority— 
if  this  is  desired.  A new  tenant  should  not  enter  a house  pre- 
viously occupied  by  a consumptive  person  until  such  house 
has  been  thoroughly  disinfected. 

14. — Amongst  the  agencies  which  act  powerfully  in  caus- 
ing consumption  are  damp  dwellings  and  workshops,  over- 
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crowding,  defective  ventilation,  occupations  which  involve 
the  inhaling  of  irritating  dust,  and  alcoholic  excess.  These 
should  be  avoided. 

15.  — The  milk  from  consumptive  cows  is  very  dangerous, 
especially  to  children.  All  milk  should  be  boiled  before  use. 
As  many  animals  suffer  from  Consumption,  all  meat  should 
be  thoroughly  cooked. 

16.  — Consumptive  mothers  should  not  be  allowed  to 
suckle.

Instructions  to  Persons  Suffering  from  Consumption. 

1.  — The  safety  of  your  family  and  your  workmates,  as 
well  as  your  own  chances  of  recovery,  depends  on  your  follow- 
ing these  rules. 

2.  — The  material  which  you  cough  up  and  spit  (the 
sputum)  contains  the  infection  of  consumption.  If  this  is 
allowed  to  become  dry  and  be  broken  into  dust,  such  dust 
when  inhaled  will  produce  the  disease  in  others,  and  will  have 
a tendency  to  cause  fresh  disease  in  your  own  lungs. 

3.  — Great  care  must  therefore  be  taken  so  that  the  sputum 
is  not  discharged  on  any  spot,  or  into  any  substance,  on  which 
it  can  be  dried,  and  subsequently  broken  into  dust. 

4.  — It  must  therefore  not  be  discharged  on  the  floor  or 
walls  of  any  living  room,  workshop,  meeting  room,  or 
other  confined  place  in  which  people  assemble.  It  must  not 
be  discharged  into  a pocket  handkerchief,  carried  in  the  usual 
manner,  since  it  readily  dries  in  such  a situation,  so  that,  not 
only  are  the  clothes  infected,  but  when  the  pocket  handker- 
chief is  again  used,  a cloud  of  infective  dust  is  scattered 
around  you. 
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5.  — There  are  various  ways  by  which  this  danger  may  be 
avoided.  You  should  avoid  coughing  freely  into  the  air  by 
placing  a piece  of  rag  or  paper  (to  be  afterwards  burnt)  before 
your  mouth.  At  home  you  should  spit  into  a piece  of  paper, 
or  clean  rag,  carefully  clean  your  mouth  with  it,  and  then 
throw  the  soiled  rag  or  paper  on  the  back  of  the  fire.  If  there 
is  no  fire,  you  should  spit  into  a cup  containing  disinfectant, 
which  must  be  emptied  cnce  a day  into  a drain  outside  the 
house,  and  then  thoroughly  cleansed  with  boiling  water  before 
being  used  again.  Outside  the  house  you  should  carry  a pocket 
spittcon.  The  latter  may  be  readily  obtained  at  any  chemist’s. 
It  is  essential  that  the  lid  should  fit  tight  and  the  spittoon 
kept  clean.  Disinfectant  and  also  spit  bottles  will  be 
supplied  in  suitable  cases  by  the  Council. 

6.  — All  persons  who  have  a chronic  cough  and  spit  should 
carry  out  the  above  cautions.  Should  avoid  kissing  on  the  lips, 
and  mothers  so  affected  should  not  suckle. 

7. — The  eating  utensils  which  have  been  used  by  consump- 
tives should  be  at  once  thoroughly  cleansed  before  furthur 
use.  • 

8.  — If  these  precautions  are  strictly  observed  a consump- 
tive person  runs  no  risk  whatever  of  infecting  others,  and  adds 
considerably  to  his  of  her  chances  of  recovery. 

9.  — The  sleeping  room  of  a consumptive  should  be  kept 
rigorously  clean.  If  by  any  chance  the  pillows,  bedclothes, 
furniture  or  floor  have  been  soiled  with  sputum,  they  should 
be  at  once  disinfected  by  steam,  or  washed  with  boiling  water 
or  strong  disinfectant.  Dust  should  not  be  allowed  to 
accumulate  anywhere  in  the  bedroom,  which  should  be  kept 
well  aired,  the  windows  should  be  kept  freely  open  in  all 
weathers.  There  is  no  reason  why  one  other  person  should 
not  occupy  the  same  room,  though  not  the  same  bed,  pro- 
vided the  above  precautions  are  carefully  carried  out. 

10.  — Persons  who  have  contracted  consumption,  or  who 
have  a family  history  of  the  disease,  should  not  live  or  sleep  in 
a room  which  is  damp,  crowded,  badly  lighted,  or  imperfect  y 
ventilated. 

11.  — It  will  ofted  happen  that  when  a consumptive  per-  , 
son’s  attention  is  first  directed  to  these  rules  that  a consider- 
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able  amount  of  infective  dust  will  have  collected  in  the  rooms, 
which  he  has  occupied.  These  must  be  carefully  disinfected. 
Articles  including  wearing  apparel,  carpets,  hangings,  bed- 
clothes, and  mattresses,  which  admit  such  treatment,  will 
be  disinfected  free  of  charge. 

Articles  which  admit  of  washing  with  boiling  water 
may  be  washed.  Other  articles,  as  well  as  the  floor,  walls,  and 
ceiling,  should  be  thoroughly  cleansed  down  with  a disin- 
fectant. Where  the  work  is  done  by  the  householder,  direc- 
tions will  be  given  in  each  instance  of  the  precise  degree  and 
kind  of  disinfection  necessary. 

Having  succeeded  in  getting  the  rooms  quite  clean  it 
becomes  easy,  though  necessary  to  keep  them  so.  In  order 
to  effect  this  both  the  floors  and  skirtings  of  rooms  used  by 
consumptive  persons  should  be  thoroughly  cleansed  with  soap 
and  water  at  least  once  a week,  and  at  all  times  the  rooms 
should  be  kept  free  from  dust.  It  is  always  desirable  in  dust- 
ing a room  to  moisten  the  floor  with  tea  leaves,  or  otherwise, 
and  to  use  a damp  duster  in  other  parts  of  the  room.  In  this 
way  one  makes  sure  of  not  scattering  infectious  dust  in  the  air 
of  the  room.  This  is  more  especially  necessary  in  a room 
occupied  by  a consumptive,  whose  lungs  are  likely  to  be  injured 
by  the  dust  left  in  the  room. 

12. — The  walls  should  be  rubbed  down  with  dough  every 
three  months.  The  most  essential  point  in  preventing  the 
spread  of  this  disease  and  in  aiding  the  recovery  of  the  con- 
sumptive person  is  extreme  cleanliness,  both  in  his  person, 
and  in  the  living  and  sleeping  rooms  occupied  by  him,  with 
special  attention  to  the  various  points  mentioned  in  this 
paper. 


SPECIAL  NOTE — Attached  hereto  is  a post  card  to  be  sent 
if  you  change  your  address,  as  in  case  you  leave  the  house, 
it  is  very  desirable  that  all  infective  material  should  be 
removed  before  the  house  is  again  occupied , and  also  that  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  be  kept  aware  of  your  address. 
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The  Council  being  a member  of  the  Clinical  Research 
Association  provide?  gratuitous  bacteriological  examination 
of  sputum  in  suspected  cases  of  consumption  when  the  patient 
is  not  able  to  afford  the  expense  of  the  same.  By  this  Associa- 
tion Disinfectants  are  also  provided  free  of  cost,  and  necessi- 
tous cases  are  provided  with  spit  bottles. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  Council  are  making  every 
effort  locally  to  deal  with  this  dreadful  disease,  but,  unfor- 
tunately have  no  provision  for  the  Institutional  treat- 
ment. Indeed,  it  would  be  difficult  for  such  a comparatively 
small  District  as  this  to  do  so.  And  it  is  for  the  benefit 
of  such  Districts  as  this  that  a combined  Institution  should 
be  provided,  such  as  has  already  been  done  in  the  case  of  Small 
Pox.  And  it  is  extremely  regrettable  that  the  County  Council 
do  not  appear  to  have  the  power  to  deal  with  the  matter  by 
the  provision  of  a County  Sanatorium,  which  I referred  to  more 
fully  in  my  last  Annual  Report. 

Removal  of  House  Refuse. 

This  is  undertaken  by  the  Council  and  it  has  now  become 
a difficult  question  as  to  what  to  do  with  the  amount  collected 
— about  70  tons  per  week.  Formerly  it  has  been  tipped  into 
hollows  such  as  disused  gravel  pits  which  at  one  time  were  not 
scarce  in  the  District,  but  now  that  the  latter  is  so  much  built 
over,  it  is  becoming  impossible  and  undesirable  to  find  tips 
for  this  refuse.  It  is  therefore  proposed  to  erect  a refuse  des- 
tructor on  the  Sewage  Farm,  and  this  matter  as  regards  the 
site  for  the  same  was  considered  at  a Focal  Government 
Board  enquiry  recently  held  (on  6th  Feb.,  1910). 

Open  Spaces. 

I referred  to  these  in  my  last  Annual  Report.  The  Recrea- 
tion Ground  on  the  south  side  of  the  District  mentioned  therein 
will  shortly  be  officially  opened. 

Adoptive  Acts,  Bye  Laws  and  Regulations. 

Those  in  force  in  the  District  are  mentioned  in  the 
appended  list.  No  action  has  been  taken  before  the  magis- 
trates during  the  year,  none  being  required.

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  again  point  out  that  the 
various  statistics  show  that  a very  satisfactory  state  of  Public 
Health  has  been  maintained  during  the  year.  Our  very  low 
death  rate  will  compare  very  favourably  with  that  of  any 
of  the  surrounding  Districts.

OF  THE 

INSPECTOR  OF  NUISANCES 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1909. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  again  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual 
Report  shewing  the  work  carried  out  by  the  department  dur- 
ing the  past  year. 

Systematic  Inspection. 

Houses  inspected  house  to  house  . . . 562 

Houses  inspected  other  than  house  to  house  158 
Re-inspection  of  premises,  re  Nuisances  2692 


Total  inspections  and  re-inspections  ...  3412 

During  the  course  of  house  to  house  inspection,  190  houses 
were  found  to  contain  two  or  more  families  with  the  number 
of  occupiers  as  follows  836  adults  ; 709  children ; (children 
over  ten  years  of  age  being  counted  as  adults) — this  gives  an 
average  to  each  house  of  8.4  occupiers. 

Nuisances. 

During  the  past  year  576  nuisances  and  contraventions 
of  the  bye-laws  have  been  found  and  abated  ; 104  statutory 
notices  have  been  served,  and  186  informal  notices  and  166 
letters  have  been  sent  to  owners  or  their  agents  drawing  their 
attention  to  the  various  nuisances,  and  calling  for  their  abate- 
ment. I find  the  latter  method  of  communicating  with  the 
owner  has  the  effect  of  having  the  nuisances  abated  more 
speedily  than  the  serving  of  a notice.  In  connection  with  the 
abatement  of  nuisances  76  interviews  took  place  with  the 
owners  or  their  agents. 
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Only  one  application  was  made  to  the  Justices.  This 
was  for  a Justices’  Order  to  enter  upon  the  premises  where  a 
nuisance  was  alleged  to  exist.  The  Order  was  granted  and 
the  entry  obtained,  and  the  nuisance  abated. 


Infectious  Diseases. 

Seventy-nine  houses  were  visited  in  connection  with 
infectious  diseases,  and  314  revisits  were  made  during  the 
isolation  of  the  patients  at  home.  A number  of  the  cases  were 
removed  to  the  following  Isolation  Hospitals  : — 


Ealing  Isolation  Hospital  ...  12

The  cost  incurred  by  the  removal  and  maintenance  of  the 
12  patients  sent  to  the  Ealing  Hospital  amounted  to  an 
average  cost  of  £21  12s.  ljd.  per  patient. 

Infected  rooms  to  the  number  of  76  were  disinfected  and 
in  67  cases  the  walls  were  stripped  ; 994  articles  of  bedding  and 
clothing  were  removed  and  disinfected  ; as  were  also  a number 
of  books  belonging  to  the  Free  Library.  Thirteen  houses 
were  disinfected  after  Phthisis,  and  89  articles  disinfected. 
Communications  relating  to  infectious  disease  to  the  number 
of  282  were  sent  to  Schools,  Laundries,  Works,  Milk  Dealers, 
&c. 

Bakehouses. 

The  Bakehouses  on  the  register  numbered  10  ; 4 of  which 
are  cellar  bakehouses  and  have  been  granted  a certificate  of 
fitness.  26  visits  have  been  made,  and  in  1 1 instances  it  was 
found  that  the  limewashing  had  not  been  carried  out  as  re- 
quired by  the  Act,  but  this  was  done  on  the  attention  of  the 
occupiers  being  drawn  to  the  matter. 
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Workshops. 

14  Workshops  (various  trades),  are  upon  the  register,  and 
20  visits  have  been  made.  There  was  only  one  contravention, 
all  being  of  very  few  workers,  and  generally  kept  clean. 

Laundries. 

42  Visits  have  been  made  to  the  above,  of  which  there  are 
14  upon  the  register.  They  are  kept  generally  in  a clean  con- 
dition. Four  contraventions  were  found,  which  were  rectified 
on  the  attention  of  the  occupiers  being  drawn  to  the  matter. 

Outworkers. 

There  are  5 Outworkers  in  the  District,  and  12  visits  were 
made.  The  premises  were  all  kept  in  a clean  condition  and 
there  have  been  no  cases  of  infectious  disease  in  the  houses. 

Cowsheds,  Dairies,  and  Milkshops. 

There  are  19  Milksellers  (mostly  in  a small  way)  upon  the 
register.  74  visits  have  been  made.  On  three  occasions 
limewashing  was  necessary  ; this  was  done  immediately  the 
Milk  Seller  was  notified. 

In  one  instance  a Milk  dealer  was  summoned  to  attend 
before  the  Sanitary  Committee,  and  cautioned  as  to  the  man- 
ner in  which  his  Milk  Store  was  being  kept. 


Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  only  4 of  these  within  the  District  and  only 
one  is  in  constant  use.  62  visits  have  been  made  and  only  one 
defect  found. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

Samples  under  these  Acts  are  taken  by  Mr.  Ward,  the 
Inspector,  Brentford.  No  return  as  to  the  number  of  samples 
taken  and  the  result  of  the  analysis  is  supplied  to  the 
Council. 
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Canal  Boats  Act. 

1- — The  Boats  are  inspected  at  the  Wharf,  known  as 
Macklin’s  Dock,  which  is  the  only  stopping  place  on  the  length 
of  Canal  in  the  District,  and  frequent  visits  are  made  by 
the  Inspector  to  this  Wharf.  • 

2. — The  Number  of  Boats  Inspected. — During  the 
year  1909,  13  Canal  Boats  were  visited  and  inspected.  The 
Boats  were  in  the  aggregate  registered  for  36  adults  and  20 
children,  and  the  number  living  on  board  at  the  time  of  in- 
spection was  13  adult  males,  14  adult  females  and  11  children  : 
giving  an  average  to  each  boat  of  2.9. 

The  Boats  inspected  are  mostly  used  in  the  carrying  of 
bricks,  and,  owing  to  the  continued  depression  of  the  building 
trade  in  the  district,  the  number  of  boats  coming  to  unload  at 
Macklin’s  Dock  is  very  small.  Numerous  Visits  have  been 
made,  and  in  a great  majority  of  the  visits  there  were  no  boats 
to  inspect.  The  boats  were  kept  generally  in  a clean  con- 
dition, and  no  cause  for  complaint  could  be  made  with  regard 
to  uncleanliness  or  overcrowding  of  same. 

3. — Infringements. — The  boats  inspected  were  found 
to  be  in  good  structural  condition  and  weatherproof,  and  with 
one  exception  there  was  no  infringement  found. 

The  one  infringement  was  : — 

Boat  not  supplied  with  Certificate  of  Registration. 

4.  — Legae  Proceedings. — No  legal  proceedings  were 
taken  during  the  year. 

5.  — Infectious  Disease. — There  were  no  cases  of  in- 
fectious disease  notified  on  any  of  the  boats  plying  in  the  dis- 
trict. 


Drainage  Examinations. 

167  Drains  have  been  tested  either  by  the  water  or  smoke 
test,  on  complaint,  or  after  infectious  disease,  and  on  comple- 
tion of  work  after  notice. 
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Smoke  Abatement. 

64  Observations  have  been  taken  of  Works  Chimneys 
within  the  District.  In  only  one  instance  was  it  necessary  to 
serve  notice  to  abate  the  emission  of  black  smoke.
